Tributes paid 

to Dan, 29, 

killed in crash 


TRIBUTES have been paid to 
a man described as the “nicest 
bloke” who was killed in a road 
crash on Saturday. 

Daniel Clark, 29, of The Cres¬ 
cent, Dullingham, died when the 
Citroen Saxo he was driving was 
in collision with a Volkswagen 
Transporter van on the village’s 
Swaffham Heath Road, at 9.15am.

“He was an amazing husband 
to my cousin and a great father 
to his three beautiful children. 
He never had a bad word to say 
about anyone and would never 
cause trouble. He loved his family 
so much. His life was taken from 
us and he will be missed a lot.” 

The father-of-three was a keen 
Arsenal supporter and worked as 
a bus driver for Stagecoach. 

Andy Campbell, managing di¬ 
rector for Stagecoach, said: “It is 
a tragic event. Our thoughts are 
with his wife and family at this 
time.” 

A friend of Dan’s paid tribute 
on the News website: “So sorry 


Dan, you are a true friend. You 
will be missed by many. My heart 
will carry a hole where you once 
made me laugh.” 

The driver of the van was a 
47-year-old man from Burwell 
who suffered minor injuries. 

A spokesman for the East An¬ 
glian Air Ambulance said: “De¬ 
spite the best efforts of all those 
at the scene, unfortunately noth¬ 
ing could be done to help this pa¬ 
tient. 

“Our thoughts are with their 
family and friends at this sad and 
difficult time.” 

The road, which links the A1304 
and A1303, was closed in both di¬ 
rections for several hours.

Simple Minds triumph at the first of 
this year's Newmarket Nights concerts 


THE first time I saw Simple 
Minds was at the height of their 
80s pomp, playing to 80,000 
people in Leeds' Roundhay Park 
in that period when they briefly 
threatened to edge ahead of 
Celtic rivals U2 in the race for 
global rock supremacy. 

The last time I saw them 
was six years later, by which 
time they were already starting 
to look like an anachronism 
amidst the white heat of the 
Britpop revolution. 

The intervening two decades 
have brought mixed fortunes 
for the Scottish rockers: 
while they've largely failed to 
generate much interest in their 
new material, they remain 
a solid live draw, and have 
enjoyed something of a critical 
reappraisal, particularly for 
their experimental early period 
(Simple Minds, lest we forget, 
were doing Teutonic dance- 
rock a good decade before U2 
decamped to Berlin with Brian 
Eno). 

Tonight's show is their first 
at a racecourse, and Jim Kerr 
admits to some hesitation: 
playing to the faithful is one 
thing, holding the attention of 
refreshed turf enthusiasts quite 
another. 

Are Simple Minds, to put it 
bluntly, a party band? 


The signs don't look 
good when the first thing I 
overhear is a beery lad telling 
his mates "Do you think we 
can ask them to play it first?" 

- presumably a reference to 
Don't You (Forget About Me), 
the band's signature anthem 
and, gallingly for them (and 
their bank manager) the only 
one of their hits they didn't 
write. 

Against this backdrop, it's 
brave to open with a newie, 
but the hypnotic pulse of 
Broken Class Park succeeds in 
luring the stragglers out of the 
Pimm's bar and, a few minute 
later, any lingering doubts are 
firmly dispelled by those migh 
slabs of bass that introduce 
Waterfront. 

From then on in, the 
set majors on songs from 
the early to mid-80s, from 
the sequenced, eyelinered 
synthpop of The American and 
Love Song to breast-beating 
stadium anthems like Once 
Upon A Time and All The Things 
She Said. 

There's nothing from Street 
Fighting Years - the album that 
famously killed them in America 
with its lyrical preoccupations 
with apartheid, the Irish 
Troubles, the Poll Tax and the 
siting of Polaris missiles off

the Scottish coast. But 1991 's 
Real Life is represented by the 
gorgeous Let There Be Love 
and a revelatory See The Lights, 
which is a bit mimsy on record 
but sounds positively muscular 
here. 

Kerr is a frontman of the old- 
skool, unselfconscious about 
wielding a mic stand above his 
head, while his on-stage patter 
consists of repeatedly shouting 
"Is everybody okay?" like Neil 
Kinnock at that Labour rally. But 
he, like the rest of the band, 


is in fine fettle tonight, and 
as the sun sets over the July 
Course, the majestic Someone 
Somewhere in Summertime has 
never sounded better. 

When it comes, Don't You 
(Forget About Me) elicits some 
triumphant call and response 
action from the crowd, as does 
set closer Alive and Kicking. 

For an encore, we get 
Sanctify Yourself and New Cold 
Dream: watching well-fed 
racegoers of a certain age in 
their Premier Enclosure finery

rattling their jewellery along to 
latter's piledriving electropop is 
something to behold. 

The band are clearly 
delighted by the response, as 
well they might be. 

And that's when it strikes me 
that, with their prolific use of 
woah-woahs, yeah-yeahs and 
hey-hey-hey-heys, backed by a 
powerhouse rhythm section that 
positively dares you to stand 
still, Simple Minds might just be 
the perfect party band after all. 

Who knew?

Family’s farewell 
to ‘a great man’

MOURNERS gathered at a fam¬ 
ily funeral yesterday to pay their 
respects to 10-time champion 
trainer Sir Henry Cecil. 

Sir Henry who operated out 
of Warren Place yard, in New¬ 
market, passed away on June 11 
at the Nuffield Hospital in Cam¬ 
bridge after a long battle with 
stomach cancer. 

Members of his family attend¬ 
ed the small funeral at St Agnes’ 
Church, in Bury Road, to say their 
goodbyes to Cecil, who has been 
described as "the greatest trainer 
of all time”. 

The family requested privacy 
at the service held in the church 
where Sir Henry was once a Sun¬ 
day school pupil. 

Rev Graham LocJdng, chaplain 
for horse racing at the charity 
Racing Welfare, led the service on 
Monday. 

He said: “It simply reflected the 
family’s grief at the loss of a great 
man. It was a quiet family event. 

“There will be a public service 


later on where people will be able 
to come and pay their respects.” 

Around 30 members of the 
public waited outside the church 
to watch the funeral cortege go 
by, alongside Sir Henry’s second 
wife Natalie Payne who did not 
enter the church to attend the 
funeral. 

His first wife Julie and his 
widow Lady Cecil were amongst 
mourners at the ceremony along 
with his daughter Katie and Jake. 

Sir Henry’s death has sent rip¬ 
ples throughout the racing com¬ 
munity with minutes of silence 
held at racecourses across the 
county. 


Jockeys riding in the Queen’s 
Vase race at Royal Ascot on Fri¬ 
day wore black armbands as a 
mark of respect - a race which Sir 
Henry won eight times during his 
career. 

Over the weekend staff at New¬ 
market Racecourses wore pink 
and white roses and ribbons to 
reflect the trainer’s racing colours 
and his love of roses. 

Sir Henry Cecil will be buried 
at Crathes Castle, near Aberdeen, 
which is the ancestral seat of his 
mother’s family. 

A public memorial service will 
be held to celebrate his life at a 
later date.

A TAKEAWAY accused of

Liz Knox, head of environ¬

“With this case, it was 


clear to our officers that 
these breaches were very se¬ 
rious which is why we took 
immediate action and took 
the owner of Spice2Burwell 
to court.”

Vision for the town: 
report to be released 


A NEW vision for New¬ 
market will be released 
on Friday after months of 
work. 

Following consultation 
with the public and stake¬ 
holders earlier this year, 
The Prince’s Foundation 
for Building Communi¬ 
ties has compiled a report 
which will outline a pro¬ 
posed vision for the town 
over the next 20 years.

councils. 

Cllr Warwick Hirst told 
a meeting of Newmarket 
Town Council on Mon¬ 
day: “What has happened 
between then and now is 
they have been going over 
the ideas and integrating 
the comments. 

“No value judgements 
have been given yet.” 

One of the proposals in 
the report will be to set 
up four active working 
groups to move forward 
to get to work on any rec¬ 
ommendations, accord¬ 


ing to Cllr Hirst. 

Ben Bolgar, senior di¬ 
rector of The Prince’s 
Foundation, told a pub¬ 
lic meeting in February 
the three key areas to fo¬ 
cus on were linking the 
middle of the town, town 
centre revitalisation and 
renewing the north. 

These plans included 
better walkways and cycle 
paths, improved leisure 
facilities and regenera¬ 
tion of the High Street but 
concerns were raised by 
residents about ideas for 
growth. 

Ideas were also put 


forward to regenerate 
housing within an 800m 
radius of the rail station, 
but if more houses were 
needed in the district the 
councils were urged to 
consider redeveloping 
the northern area of the 
town. 

The Prince’s Founda¬ 
tion report will be pub¬ 
lished on Friday with the 
papers for Suffolk County 
Council’s cabinet at www. 
suffolk.gov.uk.

Weather blamed 
for delay on new 
planes for base

THE ARRIVAL of new aircraft at 
an American airbase planned 
for this month have been post¬ 
poned until further notice. 

The United States Air Force 
(USAF) 352nd Special Opera¬ 
tions Group at RAF Mildenhall 
was due to receive two CV-22 
Osprey tilt-rotor aircraft this 
month but their arrival has been 
delayed due to “weather and 
other unforeseen circumstanc¬ 
es”, according to a statement 
from the base. 

The planned expansion at the 
base would include another 8 
CV-22 Osprey’s by 2014 and 12 
MC-130J Commando II fixed- 
wing aircraft. More than 900 
USAF service personnel and 
their families are expected to 
move to the area to work on the 
base. 

Capt Jason Smith, of 352nd 
Special Operations Group Pub¬ 
lic Affairs at RAF Mildenhall, 


said: “Bringing in brand new 
planes like these means we are a 
taking every precaution. 

“It is a combination of caus¬ 
es but it is mainly the weather 
which has caused the delay.” 

He was unable to confirm 
when the planes were expected 
to arrive. 

The expansion plans come 
just three months after fears 
about the base’s commitment

to the area were raised as the 
USAF announced a reduction in 
training flights due to fiscal dif¬ 
ficulties. 

The bases at Mildenhall and 
Lakenheath contribute around 
£580 million to the local econ¬ 
omy. 

The Osprey aircraft combines 
the take-off and landing quali¬ 
ties of a helicopter with the abil¬ 
ity to fly long range while the 
Commando will take on refu¬ 
elling missions for helicopters 
and tiltrotor aircrafts.

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Joe wasn’t just my son, he was 
a friend... I hope I’ll see him again

Most dads look forward to Father’s Day, but for Brad 
Herrington - whose son Joe died suddenly aged 14 - it will 
always be one of the hardest days of the year, as he told 
Emma Higginbotham 


B RAD Herrington’s Cambridge 

home is full of life. Chickens cluck 
happily in the garden, a tubby 
Jack Russell called Mr T snuffles 
around the kitchen, a fluffy ginger cat 
lounges on a chair, and the babble of 
children’s voices spills through from the 
front room - his wife Daniela is a 
childminder. 

But for Brad, who’s father to Georgina, 
24, Rebecca, 21, and 12-year-old Jake, the 
house will always have an emptiness. On 
April 22,2011, his son Joe died suddenly 
while playing football with friends. 

It transpired that Joe, who’d turned 14 a 
fortnight earlier, had an undiagnosed 
heart condition. There were no 
symptoms, no warning signs, and Joe 
couldn’t have been much fitter: “He was 
captain of the school rugby team, played 
county rugby, and swam like a fish,” says 
Brad. “He had everything going for him; 
he was doing brilliantly at school, he was 
brilliant at sports, and he was a nice kid. 

“We were in the Co-op one day, and 
there was an old couple, who must have 
been about 110, and they couldn’t 
understand why the staff wouldn’t go and 
get their shopping for them if they gave 
them a list. So Joe said ‘We should get it, 
Dad’. So he got the list, and went round 
the shop, and took it all to their car for 
them. She went to get her purse, and he 
said ‘No, it’s all right, thanks’, and off he 
went, didn’t want anything for it. 

“And on the day he died, he was quite 
pleased he was able to get something off 
the top shelf for a lady who asked him.” 

It was Good Friday, a beautifully sunny 


spring day. Brad, Daniela and their two 
boys went shopping for a picnic, which 
they ate at Grantchester Meadows, and 
then headed to Scotsdales. “Daniela was 
buying a huge bag of dog food, and Joe 
just picked it up and threw it on his 
shoulders. She said ‘You’ll hurt yourself’, 
and he said ‘Don’t worry mum, I’m 
strong’.” 

When they came home, the boys 
decided to go the Rec to play football with 
a couple of friends: “Joe said to me ‘I’ll 
take your bike dad, so I can put the ball in 
the basket’, and I said ‘Yeah, no problem’. 
And he said ‘See you’, and I said ‘See you’. 
I didn’t even look up.” 

At about 4 o’clock, Brad’s phone rang. It 
was Jake. “He was upset; he said ‘Dad, 
come quick, Joe can’t breathe’.” He ran to 
the Rec, but it was locked; a paramedic 
was climbing over the gate, and someone 
told Brad to come through their back 
garden, “so I ran through. And Joe was 
lying there. He wasn’t moving. I didn’t 
know if he was breathing or not.” 

While the paramedic worked on Joe, 
Brad called Daniela and his daughters, 
telling them to get there as soon as they 
could. Meanwhile, the fire service arrived 
to cut through the lock on the gate. 

“I couldn’t understand what was going 
on; I didn’t know what had happened to 
him. Daniela was down there with him, 
saying ‘Come on Joe, get up’. Then they 
took him away in an ambulance. The 
fireman was saying ‘He’ll be all right’, but 
I knew he didn’t know.” 

At the hospital, Brad and Daniela were 
ushered into a room, “and they said he’d

died. It was like a living nightmare. It’s so 
difficult to comprehend, it just felt like it 
wasn’t real,” says Brad. “We went in to see 
him; he looked like he was asleep. And I 
just noticed how long his hands looked. 

He looked so big, lying there. He looked 
like I’d seen him thousands of times 
before, just asleep.” 

In shock, the family realised there was 
nothing they could do but go home, “and 
leaving him at the hospital started a 
complete catalogue of the worst things 
I’ve ever had to do in my life,” says Brad. 
“You come home and what do you do? You 
can’t think about anything else, you can’t 
do anything.” 

Wherever they turned, reminders of Joe 
were lying in wait: “His stuff was 
everywhere; I tripped over his slippers,” 
says Brad. “I put his shoe in a bag, and 
carried it with me, because when I 
opened it up I could smell him. Daniela 
still sleeps with his scarf.” 

A few days later the pathologist called. 
He told the Herringtons that, as they can’t 
do tests on a non-beating heart, they’d 
never know for sure why Joe died, and put 
it down to Sudden Arrhythmic Death 
Syndrome (SADS). With Joe’s body 
released for burial, Brad then had to make 
another unimaginable decision: “Where 
do you bury your son? We drove round 
some cemeteries and the crematorium, 
but didn’t like any of them. Then we 
drove to St Mary’s in Hardwick, because 
that’s where Daniela and I had got 
married. We walked in, and it was a 
sunny day - there was a breeze and all the 
yew trees were blowing - and Daniela 
said straight away ‘This is it’. 

“Then we had to sort out what he was 
going to wear. So we got his Vans trainers 
that his sister bought him for his birthday, 
his skinny jeans, his favourite T-shirt and 
hoodie, and his brand new, never-worn 
black Superdry coat. His mum bought it 
for him to go to school in, and he never 
even wore it, because this all happened in 
the Easter holidays. He was so looking 
forward to wearing it to school, because it 
looked smart. 

“Then we went to see him, and I kissed 
his cold forehead. Jake didn’t want to go, 
but he bought him a brand new rugby 
ball, and I put in his rugby boots and his 
mouth guard, and said ‘You’ll be needing 
them’.” 

One thing that really touched the 


Herringtons was just how much Joe’s 
team mates from the Cambridge Rugby 
Club and schoolfriends at Chesterton 
Community College clearly loved him. 
“Lots of kids came to see us, and they said 
he was always smiling, always laughing,” 
says Brad. A special coach had to be laid 
on to take them all to the funeral, and 
speakers were put outside the church so 
that the overspill of 250 mourners could 
listen to the service. 

The first Father’s Day, not long after 
Joe’s death, didn’t go well. “The kids 
wanted to go out for lunch,” recalls Brad. 
“I didn’t want to go, but I was trying to be 
normal for them. The girls had their 
boyfriends with them, and there were 
seven of us. We sat down, and I realised 
that there was an empty seat in front of 
me. And that was it. All I could do was 
stare at the seat. Last year we went out for 
dinner on Father’s Day, and although it 
was a table for eight, they made sure that 
the spare chair wasn’t in front of me or 
Daniela.” 

After doing some research into SADS, 
Brad was amazed to discover that every 
week in the UK, at least 12 people aged 
under 35 die suddenly as a result of an 
undiagnosed heart condition. As they 
rarely have any symptoms, the only way 
to detect a potentially fatal abnormality is 
by having a screening, “so we started 
raising money to have a screening done at 
the school”. The first was held over two 
days in May; nearly 200 people were 
tested, “and it was really emotional, but it 
was great to see something done,” says 
Brad. “I think all kids should be tested, 
and tested regularly if they’re into heavy 
sport. It only takes 10 minutes.” 

The procedure involves having an ECG 
(electrocardiogram), which gives a 
printout for a doctor. If they spot 
something, they’ll then do an ultrasound. 
Of the 194 tested, around 30 had an 
ultrasound, “and there were five referrals 
to hospital, so potentially we could have 
saved someone’s life,” says Brad. 

One thing’s for sure: the Herringtons are 
determined to keep Joe’s memory alive. 
“He had the biggest feet, the loudest laugh 
and the smelliest farts, which he took 
great pleasure in!” says Brad. 

“Joe wasn’t just my son, he was my 
friend, and the only thing I hope is that 
there’s an afterlife. I can’t wait to be with 
him again.”

THE new chairman of 
Cambridgeshire and Pe¬ 
terborough Fire Authority 
says any more cuts in ex¬ 
penditure would hit front¬ 
line provision. 

Sir Peter Brown, county 
councillor for Hunting¬ 
don, was voted into the 
role at the first meeting of 
the newly-elected author¬ 
ity this month. 

He said: “Our local fire 
service is greatly valued 
by local people and I pay 
tribute to everyone in¬ 
volved in its work. 

“We have immense 
challenges ahead of us.” 

The authority has come 
under fire for its auster¬ 
ity measure including the 
proposed plan to merge 
Swaffham Bulbeck and 
Burwell fire stations. 

Sir Peter said: “Cam¬ 
bridgeshire is the fastest 
growing county in the 
country and Peterbor¬ 
ough has its own planned 
population growth. 

“This being the case, I 
firmly reject any notion

that we can reduce our 
services any further in 
the next Comprehensive 
Spending Review period - 
post 2015.” 

He added: “We should 
be forward-looking and 
consider how we are go¬ 
ing to develop our fire and 
rescue service, which will 
serve an area with at least 
50,000 more homes. 

“Our Fire Authority is 
already very lean and pru¬ 
dent. 

“I will relentlessly re¬ 
mind Government minis¬ 
ters and MPs that we can¬ 
not continue to reduce 
our expenditure without 
cutting the front line ser¬ 
vice.” 

However, Sir Peter - who 
was elected as a Conserv¬ 
ative to Cambridgeshire 
County Council in 2005

- said he would continue 
to look into forming part¬ 
nerships with other agen¬ 
cies in an effort to find 
“cost-effective savings”.

Despicable Me 2 (U, 98 mins) 
WORKING to the principle that you 
don’t mess with a winning formula, 
directors Pierre Coffin and Chris 
Renaud deliver more warm-hearted 
thrills and slapstick spills in the 
sequel to their delightful 2010 
computer-animated adventure. 

Despicable Me 2 doesn't quite 
attain the dizzy heights of the 
original and lacks some of the 
heart-tugging emotion and warmth 
that epitomised Gru's journey from 
cackling arch-villain to surrogate 
father. Young audiences won't care 
though - the action sequences are 
bigger, including a James Bond-style 
opening sequence over the Arctic 
Circle, and the humour is just as silly. 

Screenwriters Ken Daurio and 
Cinco Paul have realised that the 
Minions are the star attraction, 
scene-stealing with googly-eyed 
gusto, so the diminutive yellow 
sidekicks are pushed squarely to the 
fore in the second madcap mission. 
They are firmly embedded in the 
main plot, almost elbowing Gru and 
his girls into the shadows, including 


the introduction of a new hybrid 
of Minion a la Gizmo and Strike in 
Gremlins that surely doubles the 
merchandising opportunities. 

Despicable Me 2 begins shortly 
after events of the original with Gru 
(voiced by Steve Carell) living in 
unconventional domestic bliss with 
his girls Margo (Miranda Cosgrove), 
Edith (Dana Gaier) and Agnes (Elsie 
Fisher). He has turned his back 
on skulduggery and now devotes 
his subterranean bunker to the 
production of jams and jellies under 
the supervision of technical genius 
Dr Nefario (Russell Brand). 

When a new threat to global 
peace emerges, Lucy Wilde (Kristen 
Wiig) from The Anti-Villain League 
stuns Gru with her lipstick taser 
and pressgangs him into working 
for the good guys to uncover the 
mastermind responsible for the theft 
of a top secret serum. 

Despicable Me 2 inspires a few 
paternal oohs and aahs as Gru 
navigates the road bumps of 
parenthood, including a last-minute 
crisis at little Agnes's birthday party.

Defend 
your garden 


THE other day, I wandered up the garden to find 
that some of my favourite emerging phlox had been 
razed to the ground, devoured by something which 
left just the stems at ground level. 

Rabbits? Could be. But no, the next day the culprit 
returned for second helpings - a large black cat 
with a penchant for perennials, 
so now I'm keeping a powerful 
water pistol by my patio door to 
scare off any such intruders. 

Indeed, one man's pet is 
another man's pest so it's useful 
to know how to control them. 

And it is often a matter of trial 
and error. What works for one 
gardener may be of no value to 
another. The only real deterrent 
may be a 6ft fence all the way 
around your garden, buried 
about 45cm (18in) into the soil 
so rabbits and other tunnelling 
creatures have less of a chance of penetrating your 
boundaries. 

However, fences can be expensive and are often 
not easy to erect if you have mature shrubs and 
trees growing on your boundary line, so here's a 
few solutions you might try to deter some of the 
nuisance animals into your garden. 

• Cats: There are a number of battery-operated 


deterrents on the market which, when switched on, 
pick up movement with an infra-red detector and 
then emit ultrasonic, high-pitched frequencies that 
reputedly scare off the culprits. They are not audible 
to humans and the usual range is about 10m (33ft) 
over an arc of 70 degrees. 

Another solution is to put 
down citrus peelings or lemon 
scent where the cats are causing 
the damage, or prickly prunings 
around their favourite plants. 

They are less likely to use 
your garden as a litter tray if 
they have no access to bare 
soil - especially dry, loose soil. 

Try growing the annual Coleus 
Canina, labelled as the 'Scaredy 
Cat Plant', a pretty blue-flowered 
annual which smells foul to cats. 
It's widely available online. 

• Rabbits: These fast-breeding 
mammals can cause massive damage to vegetables 
and flowers and are a particular problem in rural 
areas. The only real defence is a rabbit-proof fence 
buried around 45cm (18in) into the soil and about 
1m (3ft) high. You could also try growing plants 
which rabbits don't like, such as very aromatic 
plants, plants that ooze caustic milky sap, prickly 
plants, plants with spines or plants with tough

leathery leaves. These include astilbe, berberis, 
agapanthus, nicotiana, hydrangea, geranium, 
euphorbia, hypericum, helenium, rudbeckia and 
phormium, but there are many more. Be warned, 
though, if they are hungry, rabbits will eat anything. 

• Squirrels: The scourge of bird-lovers nationwide, 
squirrels will steal bird food from any receptacle it 
can get to, but there are now a lot of squirrel-proof 
feeders on the market to deter them. They can 
also damage plants, as they eat bulbs, shoot tips 
and flower buds, as well as stripping the bark from 
trees. The only effective protection is to secure net- 
covered cages for groups of plants and individual 
tree guards to stop them stripping the bark. 

• Foxes: They can dig up clumps of your lawn, 
flower beds and vegetable plots, but alas there's 
not much you can do about foxes. Avoid using 
fertilisers such as blood, fish and bone, which will 


attract them to the smell. Go to a zoo and speak to 
the keepers about getting some lion urine, which 
apparently foxes hate because of the smell. Sprinkle 
it over the entrance to and exit from their run and 
you may deter them. 

• Muntjac: These nuisance deer, natives of 
southeast Asia, strip rose bushes of buds, chew 
their way through shrubs and perennials and are 
territorial, so tend to return. Aside from putting 
a 6ft fence around your garden, you could try 
growing plants they're not so keen on, including 
camellia, cistus, hellebore, hosta, hydrangea, 
lavender, poppies and sedum. 

If you want to preserve the balance of nature, you 
could grow alternative food for the deer, allowing 
an area at the end of your garden to be devoted to 
brambles, rowan, dandelion, campion and yarrow. 
Hopefully they will prefer these to your roses.

Your CV 


When you send your CV off to a potential employer, 
remember that you won't be the only one. Hundreds 
of other people could be applying for the job as well. 

So what are you going to do to make you stand out 
from the crowd? Why should an employer take a 
chance on you instead of someone else? 

Your CV is your first real chance to sell yourself to a 
potential employer. Most employers will scan through 
a CV in about 30 seconds so you need to grab their 
attention from the start - and make them want to 
invite you for an interview. 

There are five main areas to consider 
when writing your CV: 

• Make sure your CV looks the part. Your CV should 
look clean and tidy - don't scrawl it out on a piece of 
A4 paper. If you haven't got access to a PC or printer, 
ask a friend or use your local library. Use a good 
quality paper and steer clear of fancy borders and 
front covers. 

• Watch out for silly spelling and grammar mistakes. 
They make you look lazy and show employers that 
you don't really care. It's not difficult to do a spell 
check on your PC and if you're really stuck then don't 
just guess, reach for a dictionary. Get a friend to read 
through your CV for you - a second opinion is always 
useful. 

• Make sure your CV is well organised. When you list 
your previous jobs, make sure the dates are correct 
and try not to leave any gaps. If you took time out to 
go travelling then say so - employers won't mark you 
down just because you've tried something new. 

• Don't waffle. Remember that employers don't have 
time to read every word of your CV. Long paragraphs 
and sentences put people off, so try bullet-points to 
break up text. Make sure your CV is no longer than 
two pages long - employers don't want your life 
history, they just want to see that you've got what it 
takes to do the job. 

• Don't list any failures. Employers have enough 
trouble finding someone who is right for the job - 
they don't need help finding reasons not to employ 
you. If you have to include a mistake from your past, 
make sure you show the employer that you learnt 
something from the experience. 


Keep it simple 


Personal details 

Start off with your full name, address, home and 
mobile phone numbers and email address . If you are 
offered an interview, the employer will want to get 
hold of you so give him as many options as possible. 


Summary/professional profile 

This is the Nol area for selling yourself. Set out your 
main skills and personal qualities but keep it 
interesting and tight - one paragraph should do to 
cover everything. 

Education and qualifications 

List your qualifications and education history, with the 
most recent first. You don't need to list the grades for 
each exam you have passed unless they were 
exceptional results - simply listing the number and 
type of exams you've passed is fine. Also, list any 
relevant professional organisations you belong to and 
training courses you have been on. 

Work experience 

Start with your most recent position and work 
backwards, giving addresses along with start and 
finish dates. Set out your main responsibilities, duties 
and most importantly achievements, along with any 
skills you picked up or improvements you made while 
you were there. This is a really important section in 
your CV so make it count - but don't waffle. 

If you have not had a full-time job before, detail any 
part-time jobs you may have held or any placement 
you have been on. 

Other skills 

Set out any computer skills you may have and the 
software you are most familiar with. Can you type, do 
shorthand or speak a foreign language fluently? If you 
have a driving licence, let the employer know. If it's 
clean, tell them. 

Interests & hobbies 

Briefly list what you get up to in your spare time. Put 
down any positions you hold in clubs or associations, 
along with any responsibilities and achievements. 

References 

Make sure you have at least two people (including 
one from your previous or current job) who will tell an 
employer what a thoroughly nice person you are and 
what a potential asset to the company you would be. 


If you want to list them now make sure you include 
their name, job title, postal & e-mail address and 
contact phone numbers. Alternatively, just put 
"Available on request" so the employer knows to 
follow up references at a later date. 


Add a covering letter 


The main aim of a covering letter is to encourage 
an employer to give you a chance. You want them 
to read your CV # so sell it to them. You should 
always enclose a covering letter when applying for 
a job - most employers won't consider you unless 
you do. 

A covering letter should let the employer know why 
you are interested in the job and why you think you 
can do it. 

The hints and tips below should point you 
in the right direction: 

• Keep it simple. A covering letter should be short 
and to the point - no more than six paragraphs. 

• Mention the job. If you are replying to an advert, 
mention what the job is and where you saw it. The 
company may be advertising for other positions and it 
may not be clear which job you are applying for. 

• Sell yourself. Explain why you are the perfect 
candidate for the job. Show off your strengths and 
experience. Refer to your CV - if it goes missing then 
at least an employer will know that you've sent it. 

• Check it for mistakes. A silly spelling mistake in a 
covering letter is likely to cost you your chance of 
getting an interview. Also, make sure it is addressed 
to the right person in the right department. 

A covering letter can be just as important as a CV in 
getting you an interview. It's your first point of contact 
with your potential employer - so make it count.

"It's for Henry, the Prince and the 
staff at Warren Place. I don't have the 
words to say what I'm feeling - I think 
you have a good idea. He was adored 
by so many people. People who had 
never met him just loved him. 

"Henry adored Ascot - he was so 
looking forward to Royal Ascot with 
a good team of horses. I am just so 
pleased team Cecil managed to get 
this win for him." 

Riposte could be supplemented for 
the Darley Irish Oaks at the Curragh 
on July 20. 

Teddy Grimthorpe, racing manager 
for owner Prince Khalid Abdullah, 
said: "She stays a mile and a half well, 
and if she's not ready for that, then 
she could go for the Yorkshire Oaks."

Jarvis reflects on positives 



OLIVER Jarvis was left to 
wonder what might have been 
after finishing third at the Le 
Mans 24 Hours for the second 
year in succession. 

Changeable weather made 
for a challenging race, and 
the death of Denmark’s Allan 
Simonsen after a crash at Tertre 
Rouge 15 minutes after the start 
overshadowed the event. 

In difficult conditions, Jarvis 
maintained his composure and 
had it not been for damage to his 
Audi R18 e-tron quattro when 
he was hit by another car on 
Saturday night, he and 
co-drivers Marc Gene and Lu¬ 
cas di Grassi might have been 
challenging for the win. 

That honour went to the sister 
Audi car of Allan McNish, Tom 
Kristensen and Loic Duval, with 
Toyota’s Anthony Davidson, 
Sebastien Buemi and Stephane 
Serrazin second. 

“It was frustrating,” said New¬ 
market driver Jarvis. 


“We had the pace and unfor¬ 
tunately I was very unlucky, I got 
hit by an LMP 2 car that caused 
a puncture and I had to drive the 
car back on three wheels, losing 
us two laps. 

“It was horrible. It’s so easy 
to drive too fast and put the car 
in the wall, but if you’re not fast 
enough you lose loads of time. 

“Sometimes you drive back 
to the pits too quick and you do 
more damage than good, so it’s a 
real balancing act.” 

While 29-year-old Jarvis knew 
a better result would have been 
possible with better luck, he said 
Simonsen’s death had put the 
result in perspective. 

“We’ve seen what can hap¬ 
pen in a race like that and 
unfortunately we have to mourn 
the loss of a friend, a competitor 
and a family man. 

“You always have to see things 
from a different perspective. It 
was another podium for me, so 
I’ll look at the positives.” 



Botti has American dream for Dandino 


TRAINER Marco Botti will consider 
a crack at the American St Leger 
with Dandino after he finished 
second behind the ill-fated Thomas 
Chippendale in the Hardwicke Stakes 
on Saturday.
